Disraeli'a reply to tho usual toast iu 
honor of her majesty's goverument 
complimenlod Mr. Wade ou tbe sut- 
tleiuont of tho China difficulty, and 
continued: "I wish I could s:\y for- 
eign afifairs nearer homo wuro us saliH- 
factory as our relations with Chiua. 
Tiio partial revolt in Turki;y has pro- 
duced a stato of things such as often 
becomes critical, The forbearanee of. 
the groat powers immediately intorost- 
od produced nu cttect such as some 
months ago gave us tho riglit to be- 
lieve the distiirbantie would ce.-rso iiii- 
modiately. Since then a liiianciiti cat- 
astrophe hits revived tho struggle and 
given a new aspect to the ciroumstanco 
It is imposs'ible to deny they are criti- 
cel, but I still have groat coiijldoiico 
in the forhoarauco of the powers. I 
have not merely trust, but conviction 
that moans will bo found to bring 
about a satisfactory result, consistent 
with the mainteBance of tbo peace of 

■ Europe. I will not contomplalo any 
other result. The interest of tho im- 
perial powers in reference to the (luoa- 
tion aro more direct, but not more 
considerable than those of Circat Brit- 
ain. The men who have oliaryc of our 
affairs are deeply conscious of the 
magnitude of our interests, v, bich they 
are resolved to guard and niiiintain." 
Disraeli, after glowing reference to 
Indian, colonial and duniestic ivtTairs, 
concluded with these word.s; "When 
I speak hero again, next year, I lioiie 
to be able to congratulatu yon iqiuii 
the maintenance of ptarc, and trust 
also upon the bucccss of our domestic 
policy, so that if an exigency should 
arise and our sovereign bo called upon 
to show her power and force she would 
be able to appeal to a contented and

The VoyagiB to Ruin. 



Tho i\vat burst of omotion called 
forth hy tho mournful iiitolligenco that 
fell like a thuiulorbolt upon this Pro- 
viuco ou Monday last, baa uoarly Hpeut 
itself. There uro hearts that will bleed 
always -when they call to luind their 
lost loved ones whose tomb is the 
wreck, whoso winding-sheet is the 
watery waste, and whose requiem is 
the wind that ever moans over tho spot 
where they sank. It roruains for those 
who can now view tho disaster in the 
light that ealiu afterthought brings to 
their aid to provide, as far as human 
agency can provide, against a recur- 
rence of a similar disaster. Wo. are 
not aware to what extent the Dominion 
Act can be employed to prevent a for- 
eign ship notoriously unseaworthy leav- 
ing port with precious lives on board ; 
but we do believe that upon proper 
representation being made at the pro- 
per quarter no ship reported as unsea- 
worthy can clear from a Canadian port 
until her seaworthiness has been es- 
tablished beyond the shadow of a 
doubt. Had this test been applied in 
the case of the Pacific, we feel certain 
that she could not have cleared at 
Victoria any time within tho past six 
years. Built about 25 yoars since to 
Bupply a sudden Jouiantl for sbippiny 
in the California trado, sho was not 
considered a safe boat seventeen years 
ago when Capt. Wright ran her in tho 
Oregon and Vancouver Island trade; 
and steamers, it is well known, du not, 
like wine, improve with ago. A few 
years ago the Pacific, together with 
four or livo other steamships that had 
seen better days, was tho property of 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company. 
Two or three of those ships had be. 
come so notoriously rotten that they 
were laid up as unfit for further ser- 
vice. A year ago the Mail Company 
sold this fleet of worn-out steamships 
to Goodall, Nelson &, Perkins for 
$200,000, a sum less than the value of 
one of them had she been in good or- 
der. The fieet was immediately fitted 
out for sea. The Pacific being consi- 
dered good enough foirthis trade, was 
placed on the route between Victoria 
and San Francisco. The remainder 
— with the exception of one lost eight 
months ago— are now running on the 
Southern Coast of California. Such, 
. .bxiefly, ia the &tory of the Pacific and 
how she came into the hands of her 
last owners. Ia it at all likely, that if 
the Pacific were a reliable vessel she 
would have been sold in a bundh with 
others like asparagus, at a rate not 
exceeding $-10,000 ? Does it seem at 
bU reasonable to suppose that if she 
had been a seaworthy vessel tho Mail 
Company would have parted with her 
at a figure within reach of the G. N. 
& P. Co. ? We fear that the evidence 
is unfavorable to the staiinchuess of 
the lost steamship ; and whether the 
appalling disaster that marked her 
end resulted from collision with an- 
other vessel, or whether lihe fell to 
pieces because she could not longer 
hold together, the unanimous verdict 
will be that at tlio time she last sailed 
from Victoria harbor with her decks 
black with paasougers she was not in 
a condition to go to sea, for even if we 
accept the theory of a collision the 
verdict must bo the name. Both res- 
cued men declare that tlio concussion 
was a very light one. Now, hud Ih.o 
Pacilic been a perfect!}' sound boat, a 
heavy blow would have been necessa- 
ry to sin^ her. She would not have 
succumbed before a mere scratch. The 
lesson taught by this wreck is a severe 
one. A great many of our very best 
l^eoplo havo been swept from the face of 
tho eiirth with Bcarco a moment's warn- 
lug. Tbo grasp of their hands waa still 
%varm nud their parting wortla still ranf; 
in tlio ears of frieude frum whom they 
parted in thia city, when Doatli olaimoii 
his prey. "We say the leaaon taught by 
this disaster is severe. Indeed, it wan 
too great a penalty to pay for the light 
value that this people have ev*r uet on 
human life. From year's end to year's 
end wo iiavo gone on onlriiBting our own 
and tho livo.s of friends \vhom it would 
break our hoartu to lose to crazy crafts 
that in any olhor part of tho world it 
would bo considored equivnlont to com- 
mitting /elo da ae to vontare off shore in. 
Warning after warnine have reached us 
from abroad of abips that went down at 
sea cnrrying with them prociona froightfi 
of Uvch; hut wo never took tho«o warn- 
ings to oursolvos, novor put forth an ef- 
fort to set th-j law in motion for our own 
seourity. And at length, after years of 
immunity, tUo bolt baa fuUon from a 
olaar sky and plunged tho whole Pro- 
vince into a stato of griof and dismay by 
its 8uddenue.ss and tho awful doaolation it 
has wrouglit. Wo earnestly hojio that as 
this torriblo visitation haH sealed tho 
doom of noarlyabovo hundred human be- 
ings, it will also mark tho close of tho 
era of "floating oolflns" aud "rotten 
tubs" in tlie North Paoiflo. It in. appal- 
ling to reflect that between a passenger 
and iiislitiit ilc.itruction there ia but a 
iljiu plank. Jiut when that plank ia rot- 
ten aa well as thin !

Cardinal Manning was presented 

with ail address from the Catholics of 
Doltoii, and in the ovoniag addressed 
an iniiueiiso mooting in tho Temper- 
ance Hall, at a gathering of tho I'liit- 
ed Kingdom Alliance. Ho denied 
that tho workingnipii of England were 
drunkards. They were sober, thrifty, 
and industrious, and they looked with 
shame aud sorrow upon tho habit 
where it is fouud amongHt their com- 
panions. Therefore, let it not bo said 
that the friends of the United King- 
dom Alliance wore tho slandoroi's of 
v.'orkingmen. It was inoro mockery 
for tlieiu lo bo told to put down 
drunkenness by moral and roligioua 
lueaus, when the Legislature multi- 
plied the temptations on the other 
side. 

Tho Norfolk Chamber of Commorco 
meeting at Norwich resolved that tho 
lime lias arrived when a mnro striii- 
geut ailniiiiislralion of the I'oor baw 
m tho luatter of out-door rolief should 
be universally adhered to. Lord 
Kimberloy, in addressing the meeting, 
argued that uul-door relief sliouhl 
only bo given in cases of sicknesa or 
iiotdtlent where it was iinpossihlo to 
remove a jiauiier to tho workhouse;

He said his objocfc in 
coming to Iho north wius twofold — 
first to cniiviuco the peoplo that tho 
man in Dartmoor Prison was Sir llo- 
gor Ticlibonie, and secondly to give 
his opinion as to tho host way of get- 
ting him out. Ah Dr. Keuealy pro- 
cooded the ironieal cheers and iutor- 
riiptiona bocaino so loud and froquont 
that ho had to resuiiio his seat for sev- 
eral minutes. On coiuparativo quiet- 
ness being restored ho related how his 
supporters at Merthyr blackeuotl tho 
eyes of his tormontcrs, and asked was 
tliero no one iu tho room who would 
blacken tho eyes of tbo hplf-tlozen 
miserable riiniaiis who were disturb- 
ing tho mooling? Tlu) hint not being 
sulHcient he told how his supporters 
at Croydon made more bleeding Hoses 
in a few minutes than many a man 
had sejn in his life. A labouring man 
then called on his friends to "clear 
out tho wretches." 'J'lio challenge was 
at once acce|jtud, and a furious on- 
slaught was niado on a number of 
young gentlemen, who defended them- 
selves with their walking sticks for 
al.'out fifteen minutes, when they wore 
heattai oiitofthti hall. The doctor 
then delivered a characteristic address. 

At Glasgow ou the Dth inst., an as- 
sociation football match was played in 
the ])rosoiic() of many IhoiisandH, be- 
tivoen the Wanderois, of Loiiihai, ai d 
tlie (Queen's J'ai k, of (ilasgow. Both 
clubs being tho winnors for the past 
t\vo years of association cups in their 
respoctiife countries, the match -aus 
regarded as international.
